It was a Wabash stock car, No. 16,283. 
The victim entered it through a small aper- 
ture in the end which had been “slatted” 
at Decatur. The slats had been removed 
when the train arrived in East St. Louis.

KILLED BY 
A CAVE 


Two Men Meet Death While 
Digging a Trench. 


THEY WERE PREPARING 
A PRIVATE SEWER. 


ACCIDENT ON ANN AVENUE, 
»-NEAR EIGHTEENTH 
STREET. 


SCHMITZ AND WISSMAN 
ARE THE MEN KILLED. 


Without Warning the Big Pile of Dirt 
Fell Upon Them, and They Were 
Suffocated Before Aid Could 
Reach Them. 


August Wissman and Herman Schmitz 
met death Wednesday morning through thelr 
own carelessness. 

They were digging a sewer in the rear of 
J. Sohottle’s dairy, at 1808 Ann avenue. The 
earth caved in and buried them. It took the 
firemen of Hook and Ladder Co., No. 1, ex- 
actly one hour to dig them out. Wissman 
was barely alive when his body was arrived 
at. His trunk and lower limbs were still too 
deeply wedged in the soft earth to permit 
his being pulled out, and he died while the 
work of rescue was going on. 

When Schmitz’s body was brought to the 
surface life had long ago departed. Their 
bodies were sent to the Morgue. 

The carelessness of the men consisted in 
attempting to dig a sewer without supply- 
ing themselves with the proper appliances 
for bracing. They dug to a depth of about 
eight feet and had the trench about 15 fect 
long. They continued to dig without a sin- 
gle brace and the cave in was inevitable. 
Braces were especially needed in this in- 
stance, as the ground in the rear of Schot- 
tle’s dairy is filgd ground entirely, the sotl 
being mainly composed of cinders and rub- 
bish. 

Theodore Billman, a_ step-brother’ to 
Schmitz, was working in the trench at the 
time, but he managed to scramble out and 
not only save Himself but give the alarm. 
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He then seized a pick and led in the rescue, 

The three men were employed in the 
dairy. Billman and Schmitz, both unmar- 
ried, lived at 1820 Ann avenue. Wissman 
wee martiog and lived with the Schottle 
amily. 

Dr. Charles 8S. Rehfelt of 2223 South Jef- 
ferson was called to the scene of the acci- 
dent, but there was no opportunity for him 
to tender aid,

CHICAGO KICKERS WORSTED. 


Commissary-General Upholds Capt. 
Duvall’s St. Louis Purchases, 


Chicago's jealousy of St. Louls over army 
commissary contracts will avail her noth- 
ing. St. Louls merchants are laughing at 
the efforts of the Windy City tradesmen to 
create a sentiment against them by attack- 


ing the integrity and fairness of Capt. Du- 
vall. who is in charge of the commissary 
office here. 

Gen. Cushing, the Commissary General, 
upholds Capt. Duvall and says the Chicago 
people are barking up the wrong tree, 

Some days ago there appeared in a St. 
Louis paper a telegraphed statement that 
Armour & Co. of Chicago had wired a com- 
plaint to the Commissary General, charging 
that Capt. Duvall was favoring St. Louls in 
the purchase of supplies, 

President Chris Sharp of the Merchants’ 
Exchange and Secretary Morgan wired Con- 
gressman Bartholdt about the alleged com- 
plaint and explained to him its absurdity. 

Congressman Bartholdt called on Gen. 
Cushing and was told by him that he need 
have no fears. Gen. Cushing said he was 
satisfied that Capt. Duvall had been act- 
ing on his instructions and had purchased 
in St. Louls merely because St. Louis mer- 
chants had bid lowest on contracts. He 
said the policy of the War Department 
was to favor the largest markets and cities 
where purchases could be made cheapest. 

“Capt. Duvall will be upheld,” said Gen, 
Cushing. 

“This charge made by Chicago traders is 
absurd,’’ said President Sharp of the Ex- 
change. ‘‘Capt. Duvall has let contracts to 
the lowest and best bidders, and St. Louis 
has got the contracts because our mer- 
chants have pursued a@ fair, conservative 
policy in offering the best goods at the 
lowest price. The Chicago people want to 
hog things, and their bids are too high. The 
position of the Commissary Department 
plainly shows the supremacy of St. Louis. 
I know that Capt, Duvall has been doing 
his duty.’’

Largest. Business in History of That 
Division of Postoffice. 

The gfoney Order Division of the Post- 
office has reflected the tide of prosperity 
sweeping over St. Louis by showing tha 
largest increase of business in its history, 
for the quarterly period ending May 1. 


During the past four months 294,587 ordera 
have been issued, netting a cash total of

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CHARTER AMENDMENTS APPEAR 
TO HAVE ENCOUNTERED 
A SNAG. 


NO NEW REGISTRATION. 


Immense Loss of Votes Occasioned by 
the Removal of Those Who 
Would Vote Yes. 


Mayor Ziegenhein’s Charter amendment 
scheme received the hardest blow in its 
history when it was discovered that there 
cannot be a new registration before the 
special election at which it will be voted 
upon. 

The registration of last May will have to 
stand for the special election without re- 
vision. 

It is estimated by the experts at the 
Plection Commissioners’ office that  be- 
tween 25.000 and 30,000 voters have moved 
since the last registration, and are, there- 
fore, debarred from voting without fresh 
registration. 

It is argued that these thousands who 
have moved are mainly friends of the 
Charter amendments, because they are 
renters and could not but be benefited by 
the expenditure of money for public im- 
provements. The increased taxation would 
not affect them and they would enjoy the 
benefits of good streets as much as the 
men who pay for them. 

This is the reason advanced for the be- 
lief that the Charter amendments are al- 
ready beaten. 

The total vote at the last Presidentia? 
election was about 126,000. Counting tho 
loss by moving at 26,000, only 100,000 votes 
are left. 

The 66,000 voters who petitioned for the 
merit system are supposed to be generaily 
pledged not to support the charter amend- 
ments in their present form. Two-thirds 
of all the votes cast are required to pass 
the charter amendments, which means 
that at least 66,000 votes must be cast for 
the amendments at the coming election. 

With these figures before them the friends 
of the measure are having trouble bolster- 
ing up their hopes of success-

All 
that could be found of Schmidt were frag- 
ments of flesh strewn far along the track. 

Coroner Shildroth of Belleville was noti- 
fied. He went out, but in order to get the 
testimony of the trainmen postponed the 
inquest until Wednesday. 

The remains were packed up and brought 
to the repository of Holdener & Co. at 
Belleville. The fnquest was held there 
Wednesday afternoon and a verdict of ac- 
cident rendered. 

Young Biebel was a son of Henry Blebel, 
boss at the Enterprise Mine, near Rentch- 
ler. The relatives of Schmidt live at Troy, 
Ill. He had been in Rentchler only about a 
month. 

Biebel’s father was in Belleville Wednes- 
day. He said neither of the boys had been 
drinking.

COMPANION SERIOUSLY 
BURNED.

DISASTER AT GRANITE CITY. 


General Heat of the American Steel 
Foundry Caused a Tank of Gaso- 
line to Explode. 


T. B. Kuehn, the chemist of the American 
Steel and Foundry Co., at Granite City, who 
was injured in the terrible explosion told 
of in the late editions of the Post-Dispatch 
Tuesday, died a few minutes after mid- 
night. 

Morris Eck, John Taylor, John Todd and 
Ed Fitzsimmons, who were terribly injured, 
are under the constant care of Dr. F. E. 
Gulley. The main building of the foundry 
is in ruins. 

The explosion occurred at 2:30 p. m. A 
big tank of gasoline was too near a new 
furnace, and Chemist Kuehn called a force 
of men to remove it. 

As they were pulling it away it exploded. 


Burning of] was thrown in all directions. 
Much of it fell on Kuehn, burning him in 
many places. How any of them escaped 
death is the wonder. 

To the presence of mind of J. M. Allison, 
freight agent of the St. Louts & Peoria 
line, is ascribed the escape of Todd and 
Taylor. He wrapped his coat about them 
and, forcing them in a buggy, drove them 
to A. G, Schlueter’s drug store, where Dr 
Tulley was found. These two were the most 
eeriously injured, with the exception of 
Kuehn, 

Kuehn had been Knocked down by the 
explosion and the burning oil fell on all 
parts of his body, His companions in their 
panic trampled on him. 

He was unconscious when carried to a 
place of safety. Dr. Tulley did what he 
could for him, and the management sent 
him to St. Louis on a special train. Just 
before the train left Granite City he re- 
gained consciousness and told his com- 
panions he would not recover. He asked 
saa to notify his old mother at Lehigh, 
a. 

Five other men besides those mentioned 
were injured, but so slightly that they 
walked to their homes. 

The blazing oil set fire to the building. 
The two or three puny streams availabie 
were ineffectual. The tron and machinery 
in the place was twisted by the intense 
heat, and it is believed the big electric 
cranes, which were exhibited at the 
World’s Fair are damaged. 

Supt. McRoberts said the gasoline must 
have been exploded by the general] heat of 
the foundry. 

The fire caused great excitement in Gran- 
ite City, and the wildest rumors of death 
and destruction were spread. 

One rumor that was persistent was that 
Ed West, a brakeman, was killed and that 
his body was still in the ruins. He could 
not be found after the fire. 

Mr. Rolla Wells, president of the company, 
says the loss is about $15,000. He says work 
will be resumed in the damaged department 
in seven or eight days.

Mr. Vrooman was asked if he wanted to 
make any arrangeinents for a bond, 

“No, I don’t,” he replied. “I want to it 
to jail.

The deputy sheriffs never had so swell 

risoner as Mr. Vrooman, and they didn’ 

now exactly what to do with him. They 
looked as though they wanted to apologize. 
Mr. Vrooman stood around a few moments 
and finally the deputies recovered sufficient- 
ly to begin arrangements for the incarcera- 
tion of their unique prisoner, 

Before going to jail, Mr. Vrooman and 
Mr. Meriwether had a consultation with 
Jailer Huebler, after which Mr. Vrooman 
announced that he had arranged for his 
stenographer to be admitted to the fail 
every day, and that he would carry on his 
real estate business from behind the bars. 

“My clients can find me all day here in 
the jail,’’ he said. ( 

‘‘My office hours are continuous.”” I have 
arranged with my attorney, Mr. Meriwether, 
to immediately file suit for $50,000 damages 
against the Election Commissioners, for 
false arrest and tmprisonment. That’s the 
reason I didn’t get bond. I want to soak 
‘em hard.” 

Mr. Vrooman then shook hands with Mr. 
Meriwether and the latter left the Four 
Courts, The prisoner was taken to the jail,

When he was asked about the charge upon 
which the warrant was issued, he gald he 
knew no more about it than did the public.

Capt. Huebler 
said te Nad consented to an arrangement 
by which the stenographer !s to be ad- 
mitted to the screened off space at the fail 
door. Vrooman will be allowed to come 
out of the jail proper into this space for 
his dictation. 

Capt. Huebler stated that Vrooman would 
be treated like any other prisoner and 
would have no extra privileges except the 
one stated,

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CORN HELD BACK BY RAIN. 


Missouri Crop Bulletin Shows That 
Crops Have Been Injured. 


COLUMBIA. Mo., May 2%.—The United 
States Department of Agriculture weekly 
climate and crop bulletin of the Weather 
Bureau, Missouri-~section, issued here to- 
day, is as follows: 

The week just closed has been warm and 
during the greater part of the time cloudy, 
with excessive rains in nearly all sections 
of the State. Except over a few of the 
southern counties the rainfall for the seven 


days ending May 21 exceeded 2 inches, 
while over a large portion of the State it 
ranged from 3 to 5 inches, and in some 
localities even exceeded 6 inches. Very 
heavy downpours occurred in many places, 
especially in the southern and western 
sections, washing out or covering up corn 
and flooding bottom lands. Severe wind 
and hailstorms also occurred in many lo- 
calities, doing great damage to fruit and 
gardens, and 1n some instances to cer eeage 
in most of the southern counties the 
weather during the fore part of the week 
was favorable for work, and corn plant- 
ing was finished in many localities and 
the early flelds cultivated, some the sec- 
ond time, but throughout nearly all of the 
central and northern counties rain fell near- 
ly every day during the week, and farming 
operations there have been at a complete 
standstill. There is still a large amount 
of corn to plant in the southern sections, 
and in the central and northern couties 
much of that planted before the recent rails 
will have to be planted over. Much of the 
corn that is up is becoming choked with 
weeds. In many of the northeastern coun- 
ties only a very few fields have yet been 
planted, 

Wheat continues to do well as a rule, ex- 
cept on low lands, where it has been dam- 
aged by the heavy rains and overflows. It is 
now beginning to head in the northern sec- 
tions, and in a few counties ‘2. made too 
rank a growth and is falling. Chinchbugs 
are reported in a large number of the cen- 
tral and southern counties and have already 
done much damage in places, In the central 
and northern counties oats on low and flat 
lands are being injured by the continued 
Wet weather, but otherwise are doing well, 
as are also grasses and flax. Cotton is re- 
ported looking well in Dunklin County, but 
in Stoddard it is needing work. Gardens and 
potatoes are badly in need of cultivation In 
most counties, Tree fruits are dropping bad- 
lv in all s@ctions, and reports from the cen- 
tral and southern counties tndicate that the 
strawberry crop will be light. Sweet potato 
plants are being set in the southern coun- 
tiles. 


IN GREAT NEED OF WATER. 


It Is Possible That Peoria May Yet 
Lose the State Insane Asylum. 

PEORIA, Ill, May %.—Owing to some 
difficulty in obtaining water for the new 
State Hospital for the Incurable Insane, 
Chairman Mencke of the Board of Commis- 
sioners says that it may be necessary to do 
away with one of the proposed bulldings 
that the money may be expended In putting 
in a water plant. He says that if the pres- 
ent difficulty cannot be removed the Gov- 
ernor may have a new site selected for the 
asylum buildings. Quite recently the Com- 
missioners made an agreement with the 
Peoria Water Co. whereby the latter was 
to lay pipes to the as}lum through South 
Peoria. he understanding was that the 
Village would take so much water if this 
was done. The villagers now have an idea 
that the Commissioners and the water com- 
pany are working hand in hand, and that 
the effect will be disastrous to them.

THE POPE AGREED 


TO BE ARBITRATOR, 
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Spain Issues a Red Book Containing the Correspond- 


ence With the Powers 
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Seeking to Avert War. 
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Special Cable te the Post-Dispatch. 


MADRID, May 25.—The first available 
copy of the Spanish red book has been re- 
ceived by the Post-Dispatch correspondent, 
It contains much interesting hitherto unpub- 
lished matter regarding the negotiations be- 
tween Washington and Madrid, and between 
Madrid and the great powers prior to the 
declaration of war. Following is the full 
text of a telegrdphic dispatch to the Span- 
ish Ambassadors abroad, forwarded by Min- 
ister Gullon March 22: 

“The news from the United States can 
not be considered satisfactory, as McKinley 
and his Government have allowed the tide 
to ride considerable, and it is now doubtful 
whether they have the wish or the power 
to withstand, In the course of this week we 
shall know whether the President has taken 
upon himself the powers of an executive in 
international affairs or has placed himself 
in the hands of the chambers, submitting 
to them the report of the Maine disaster, 
which will probably be without foundation 
in fact and hostile to ourselves.’’ 

Nearly every dispatch has some passage 
omitted which, presumably, if published, 
would not have been of assistance to the 
Spanish case. March 26 Castillo describes 
an interview with the French Minister 
Hanotaux on presenting the foregoing note: 

‘*T told him that, besides active co-opera- 
tion, we Wished to secure European con- 
cert, as this crisis has reached an acute 
stage, and required prompt action, I thougnt 
the most efficacious — at the moment 
would be for France to invoke the tradi- 
tional international policy with reference to 
Cuba since the beginning of the century, 
and should direct herself to England in or- 
der to propose common action in favor of 
peace, Hanotaux accepted this suggestion 
and asked for time to consider and put the 
matter before the council of ministers.”

THE PRIZE WAS JUST $30,000. 


Disraeli, Dieudonne and Archduke, tne 
Best Played Hcrses, Were 
Among the Beaten. 


LONDON, May 25.—The English Derby 
was run over the Epson Downs course to- 
day and was won Dy Jeddah. 

It was the 218th renewa! of the famous 
race. The English Derby is worth 6000 
sovereigns, or $30,000, and is made up by 
subscriptions of 50 sovereigns each, half- 
forfeit for 3-year-old colts; the nominator 
of the winner to receive 500 sovereigns; the 
second, 300 sovereigns, and the owner of 
the third 200 sovereigns out of the stakes, 
The course is about one mile and a half, 

Disraeli, by the great Galopin and Dieu- 
donne, and Archduke were the favorites, 
and Jeddah’s win was a surprise to many. 

Jeddah is by Janissary out of Pilgrim- 
age. He is a chestnut colt, owned by J. 
W. Larnachs, The race in detail was run 
as foliows: 

. W. Ivarnachs’ ch. colt Jeddah by Jan- 
issary out of Pilgrimage, won. 

Duke of Westminster's br. colt Batt, by 
Rhien out of Vampire, second. 

Prince of Wales’ bay colt Dunlop, by 
Ayrshire out of Fortuna, third. 

Previous to the race the ogiet interest 
appeared to center in W. Rogers’ Amer- 
ican bay colt, Archduke IL. by Luke Black- 
burn out of Duchess, by Kingfisher, a 
half-brother of Clifford, a horse of which 
the public knew little except by reports of 
big triais, including a supposed phenom- 
enal performance yee History, the 
winner of the Great Metropolitan Stakes. 

The Americans were said to be support- 
ing Archduke II. heavily, and it was re- 
cailed that it is just a century since Arch- 
duke I. won the Derby.

The Prince of Wales, accompanied by a 
large party, was present at the race. 

Derby Day opened fine and pleasantly 
cool. There were the usual scenes on road 
and rail and immense crowds of peopie 
gathered on the Downs. The remarkable 
number of runners, 18, unequalled in the 
last 23 years, coupled with the openness of 
the result, added greatly to the Interest in 
the event.

Edward L. Meyer of 7410 Virginia avenue 
has just returned home from Tampa, Fla., 
where he went with the pack trains 
shipped from Jefferson Barracks during 
the first part of May. 

He gives a startling account of. the con- 
ditions existing among the troops concen- 
trated there. Meyers says that besides the 
extreme heat, water is as precious as gold 
and the small amount that can be obtained 
is not fit to drink. The soldiers are al- 
lowed just so much water and no more. 
Sickness, he says, is creeping steadily into 
the ranks of the men there and all who 
are not natives are showing the effects of 
the bad water and the tropical sun. 

“I left here May 4,” he says, “with a 
number of men, among whom was just oné€ 
who lived in St. Louis. His name was 
John Flannigan. We were taking a train 
of mules to Tampa to be transported to 


Cuba. After three days of uneventful trav- 
el we arrived at Chickamauga. To enable 
the mules to fully recuperate from the ef- 
féct of being boxed up in the hot cars we 
stayed at Chickamauga three days. Soi- 
diers were beginning to pour into the 
grounds and they certainly were a pretty 
sight. White tents dotted the plain ot 
green for miles and the guards were walk- 
ing to and fro with their muskets on their 
shoulders, but discipline was so well under 
Way that the grasshoppers were .the only 
noisemakers, 

“At the end of the three days’ stay we 
loaded the mules back into the cars and 
moved on. We made numerous stops and 
were delayed so often that it took two 
days to reach Tampa. The mules were taken 
off and driven out to where the large num- 
ber of troops are encamped. 

“I stayed with the mules about 10 days, 
during which time I got thoroughly satis- 
fied with army life, even as a packer. In 
the first place, the sun beat down with such 
terrific heat upon the sandy soil that one 
could not stand upon the ground, unless 
under shade. Our food consisted chiefly of 
bacon and beans, and if a slice of bacon 
was laid upon the sand, out in the sun, it 
would almost cook. 

“For the entire troops and attendants 
there was only one pump to furnish water. 
The water fem the pump had, the worst 
taste of efiy I ever drank, but, regardless 
of its bad taste, four soldiers stood guard 
oves St, and allowed just so much to be 
pumped out. 

“Fach man was given a quart of water 
& @ay and no more as the officers fear that 
a waier famine is imminent. There is plenty 
ef salt water, but no one can drink it. There 
+ not a soldier in camp who does not Jook 
ebilitated and a majority are really sick 
from the hot sun and bad water. They are 
greatly discouraged and from 2 to 30 are 
deserting each day. 

‘“T was taken sick after I had been there 
a few days and I concluded then I woukl 
give up my position as a packer, for I could 
not endure the hardships of life in Tampa. 
“If Cuba is worse than Tampa I sym- 
pathize with all our men who will have to 
go there. Three hundred Cubans were at 
Tampa to take the mules over. They were 
to have left yesterday, and I guess they 
have gone across by this time. I was sent 
back here to help bring another train load 
of mules, but when I got back to my home 
and was reminded of how comfortably I 
lived here I degided not to go back. Poor 
Flannigan had fo remain behind. He could 
have quit, too, but when I talked to him 
about it he said he was ashamed to quit 
and come back to this city. He said he 
said he would prefer to remain with the 
mules enduring any privations rather than 
back out of his contract. I gave up a posi- 
tion as conductor on the Scullin line to go 
to Tampa, but I have recovered my position 
with the company. I1 will remain here 
through the war unless it is posittvely 
necessary for me to go back.’’

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TEACHERS’ ANNUITY FUND. 
Indications It May Be Abandoned Be- 
cause of Non-Support. 
It is more than likely that the teachers’ 
annuity fund will be abandoned because of 


the failure of a large majority of the teach- 


ers to give it their support, 

A committee appointed by the School 
Board, consisting of Dr. N. 8. Moore, James 
L. Ford, Paul T. Coste, Peter Herzog, Mra. 
Rose E. Fanning and Prof. Francis E. Cook 
was in session at the School Koard rooms 
— afternoon, considering the sub- 
ect, 

The annuity fund proposition was that 
each teacher devote 1 per cent of his or her 
salary to be used in caring for disabled and 
judigent teachers. There are 1600 teachers 
and only 262 have gone into the scheme, 

This is such a small proportion that the 
fund cannot be started on it 

The School Board has no authority tn the 
premises, and is acting merely in an ad- 
visory capacity in appointing a committee. 
The problem would be a simple one if tne 
hoard had the authority to assess the teach. 
ers for the support of the fund, 

The objection of most of the teachers tu 
going into the annuity association is that 
their positions are not permanent, and they 
have no assurance that after contributing 
to the fund for a few years they may not 
be dismissed by the School Board and-thus 
lose what they have contributed, They say 
if they were guaranteed their positions un- 
til they were ready to retire they would feel 
safe in supporting the annuity,

The murderer of Lulu Cummings had 
been taken out of the Belleville jail by 
Deputies Harry Burke and Herman Bar- 
nickol to permit a Post-Dispatch reporter 
to take his picture. For the first time in 
two weeks he stood tin the sunlight. 

It is unfortunate that Strong likes the 
sunlight. There is not much of it in the 
future for him, He is in the shadow of the 
gallows and it is probable that he will not 
come out of it until looks on the sunlight 
the last tiene from the trap. 

John Strong conducted a harem on asmall 


scale at Collinsville, with two wives and 
two sets of children under one roof. It 
made trouble and John Btrong stained his 
60ul with the blood of a woman. 

Nearly 15 years ago Strong removed with 
his family from Kentucky to Salem, Mo. 
In the town lived Lulu Cummings, a pretty 
18-year-old girl. They became acquainted. 

“I talked to her,’ sald Strong, ‘‘but that 
Was all. 

“Il left there and brought my family to 
Collinsville. Two years later she followed 
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JOHN STRONG. 
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bringing her two children with 


me there, 

v had no place to go and I took them 
She worked about the house, but I 
paid her no wages.

He Was 50 Feet Below Her and Afraid 
to Trust the Weak Netwook Upon > 
Which She Had Made 
Her Way. 


May 25.—Because Miss 
Dorothy Mouer, a pretty young woman, 
does not admire the nude in art, she se- 
cured’an ax and chopped to pieces a num- 
ber of groups of cupids which decorated 
the Fine Arts building of the Exposition. 
Incidently the determined girl tried her 
weapon upon several pieces of costly stat- 
uary whose undraped figures she consid- 
ered too suggestive for the human eye to 
feast upon, 

The young lady performed the feat at 
the hour of midnight, and throughout the 
time occupied a most perilous position, 
hanging out over the grand Court of 
Honor. Had the frail network, to which 
she was clinging in order to execute the 
work with dispatch, given way, she would 
have been precipitated 50 feet to the stone 
pavement below. When she had done the 
work to her satisfaction, the girl descend- 
ed to the ground, again performing a feat 
involving great danger.

Then we ap- 
proached the high fence. The top is covered 
with barbed wire, which tore our clothes 
and flesh terribly, but we managed to get 
over. Then we found a long ladder leaning 
against one of the buildings. I think it was 
the Fine Arts Building, at least there was 
where the worst figures were seen Sunday. 

“Miss McCormick remained below as a 
sentinel. I clambered up the building, but 
the ladder was too short by 30 feet. Then 

was forced to make my way on my 
hands and knees. I cut all the figures [ 
could find all to pieces. I crawled from 
one side to anothér and, though dizzy and 
sick, 1 managed to accomplish my work. 
In the meantime the police had _ been 
aroused and surrounded the building. Miss 
McCormick fled. We had intended to cut 
all the statuary in the grounds to pleces 
but perhaps we havé done enough and 
the good people of the city will now force 
the remaining nude figures to be draped. I 
do not care what is done with me.”’ 

The young lady is very pretty and bright 
and *has many friends in the city. he 
groups of statuary destroyed were very 
valuable and are utterly ruined, pieces be- 
ing scattered all over the building.

In many respects Nolan is the most inter- 
esting prisoner in the jail. At sea he had 
many adventures, traveling through all 
parts of the world, His last service in the 
navy was on board the United States Cor- 
vette Marion. Leaving the navy in 1882, 
Nolan located in St. Louis, and soon be- 
came a member of the Fire Department. In 
that capacity he distinguished himself by 
daring bravery. A more lucrative postition 
in railroad work prompted Nolan to leave 
the Fire Department, and he subsequently 
resigned that place to go to Jefferson City 
as a member of the Legislature from the 
Third St. Louls District. He was a mem- 
ber of the 35th General Assembly in 1888, 
and several of the laws now on the statutes 
were introduced by the man who must now 
be tried for his life. ; 

“after his career in the Legislature, Nolan 
was appointed a United States customs in- 
spector by President Harrison, which place 
he held for several years. 

Nolan declares he is innocent of the 
crime for which he is to be tried, and he 
appears hopeful of acquittal. If he is 
acquitted he says he will immediately make 
an effort to get back into the navy, to 
atay until the last Spaniard has been 
forced to surrender. 

The trial of Nolan will attract much at- 
tention, because of several remarkable fea- 
tures connected with the case. The detec- 
tive department is working hard to bring 
about his conviction, and Attorney Maurer 
is equally energetic for the defense. 
“Truth must conquer persety and official 
scoundrelism, and I feel that shail be vin- 
dicated,”’ says Nolan.

The husband 
and father of the family, Matthew Ames, 
died a week ago Jast Sunday of pneumonia 
and consumption, and Mrs. Ames is just 
recovering from pneumonia, 

The three children, Mamie, Rosie and 
Ella, are aged 12 and 4 years and $8 months 
respectively. 

The only regular support they have is 
$1.60 worth of provisions given them every 
week by the Cathedral chapel parish. This 
is hardly enough to keep them alive. 

It is supplemented by scraps from the 
tables of the rich and well-to-do, collected 
by the oldest child, Mamie, 

The Ames live in a shanty whieh stands 
in a squatter’s colony on a vacant lot at the 
southwest corner of Forest Park boulevard 
and Sarah street. 

It is a ramshackel affair, constructed out 
of a variety of materials. The floor is the 
bare earth. There is no glass in the win- 
dows, which are merely holes in the walis, 
without the protection of even shutters. 

Great cracks in the wells tet in the air 
and the rain. When it raing the floor be- 
comes a sea of mud. 

The f'rniture hardly deserves the name, 
A tumble-down bed, a badly constructed 
couch, @ broken-legged chair or two, the 
wreck of a baby carriage, a cracked stove— 
these are all. 

The door, sagging on its hinges, stands 
open day and night. There is no reason 
for locking it, since there is nothing worth 
stealing. 

Mrs. Ames and the children are clothed 
in rags. Their faces show the 9 of 
wholesome food. They are listless in look 
and manner. 

When a Post-Dispatch reporter called at 
the shanty the next meal—a heterogeneous 
mass of cornbread fragments and stale 
white bread crusts, lay on a newspa on 
the floor. There was no table. Mam'‘e had 
collected the stuff, which most people cal) 
garbage, Tuesday morning.

It looked like the houee of the dead untill 
Mra. Ames’ cracked voiced replied to the 
reporter's knock on the door. 

She told her pitiful story. Her husband 
was a grader and cellar digger until con- 
sumptfon drove him indoors. Then th 
cracks and open windows let In 
laden blasts and misery began ita reign in 
the shanty. Mrs. Ames was seized by dis- 
ease. The husband died and was buried, In} 
some fashion, and Mrs. Ames somehow 
dragged herself back to life. 

Thepolice of the Sixth District have re- 
ported her case as a worthy one.

me ction. The yield is large and the wheat Is said | 


e of excellent quality 

aa Dallas (Tex.) ateateh says that reports from 
a dozen or more counties in Northern Texas claim 
that balf of the wheat crop was destroyed by the 
tornado Friday and the following wind and rain. 
As this was merely a local storm, the reports afte 
probably greatly exaggerated. 

The weekly weather crop bulletin issued by the 
Agricultural Department says: ‘‘Winter wheat dur- 
ing the past week has made excellent growth and 
continues to improve in most States. The op is 
now heading as far north as Central Kansas, Mis- 
sourl,.IJinois, Indiana, and harvesting has begun 
in Georgia and Texas. Spring wheat is in generally 
good condition. The crop has been improved by 
rains. Oats are geyjerally in good condition, Corn 
has been delayed by too wet weather.’’ 

The different State crop bulletins regarding corn 
are: Illinois—Continned wet weather has retarded 
corn planting somewhat and some early planted has 
required replanting. Nebraska—Corn has been much 
retarded by wet weather and all farm work has 
been more or less delayed. Kansas—Corn planting 
seriously deinyed by rains. In the interior counties 
corn is up, but fields getting very weedy. Corn 
jlanting i» finished in three-fourths of the State, 
Missouri—Corn planting finished in the south; hoth- 
ing done in the central and northern part of the 
State. 

A Seattle (Wash.) dispatch says: ‘‘The Washing- 
ton wheat crop, because of the timely rains, is ex- 
pected to exceed 20,000,000 bu. The Great North- 
ern Railway is making unusual ore to 
handle the grain, the buik of which ll go to the 
Orient.’

The undersigned were requested be the Pulitzer Publishing Company, to examine the Circulation Books of the Post-Dispatch, and to 
take any methods the Committee might select to carry out the above object, so as to ascertain the present Legitimate Paid Circulation of 
said Paper. On April 20, just one month ago, the Committee accepted the duty imposed upon them, and after due consultation decided to 
employ experts to go into a detailed examination covering at least Four Months. 

Messrs. J. Percival Smith and James Mulholland were selected by the Committee to go through every book, paper and report bearing 
on the subject of circulation, and these gentlemen have been daily at work for nearly one month on the circulation of January, February, 
March and April, 1898, at all times under the immediate supervision of the Committee. 

In the pursuit of this inquiry the Committee was given every facility for a complete and exhaustive examination into all departments of 
circulation. We called for and were given all books, papers, accounts, statements and reports bearing on circulation, and the investigation 
was extended over a period of time sufficient to thoroughly examine every detail of the work, to the complete satisfaction of the Committee. 

The Committee found that the actual distribution of papers, exclusive of all copies spoiled in printing and copies returned daily by 


newsboys, was as follows:

Average of Sunday Editions in February 102,595 
Average of Sunday Editions in March 122,463 | Average of Daily Editions in March . 99,463

The entire issue during the four months examined amounts to 
Daily and Sunday, 12,586,375 copies, or a daily average of 104,886 
copies, fully two-thirds of which were circulated in the City of St. Louis, or, 
more accurately speaking, within the limits of the regular carrier distribution. 

We find that the total returns on the above from all sources 
averaged 15 per cent. 

We find that of the 15 per cent returns 54 per cent was from the 
City Circulation and 9+ per cent from the Country. 

The remarkably small percentage of returns from the city is due 
to the fact that in statements of City Circulation it is a rule of the Post- 
Dispatch to eve only the actual cash sales to carriers and newsboys.
